MATRIMONIAL PABTKEBSHIPS. 


The new laws iu Connecticut makes great 


changes in the rules lugnlatmg the rights of 
property. In all marriages hereafter contracted 
neither husband nor wife will acquire, by rea- 
son of that marriage, any right to any property 
held by the other before the marriage, oV 
quired after the marriage, during tlie life of t 
parties. After the death of the husband or the 
wife, however, the survivor will be entitled to 
the use for life of one-third of the property of 
the deceased, after llie settlement of the estate 
such third to be set out by distributors ap- 
pointed by the Court of Probate. The light to 
this third cannot be defeated by any other dis- 
position of his property by the will of tlie de- 
ceased. Furtliermoie, where there is no- will 
the survivor shall take such thiid absolutely, 
and If there are no childien, or representatives 
of children, will take one-half absolutely instead 
of one-third. When the Judge of Probate thinks 
it necessary, the wife shall be allowed a rea- 
sonable sum from the estate of the husband for 
her support and Ibat of her family during the 
settlement of Ills estate; but in that case shall 
not take her statutory share till after the expi- 
ration of the time fnr which such allowance is 
made. During the life of the two parties, the 
husband and wife as we have stated, the sepa- 
rate earnings of the wife are to belong to her 
solely and entirely. She may make contracts 
with third persons, and transact business with 
them, just as if slie were unmarried. Her prop- 
erty is also to be liable for her debts, but not 
for her husband's debts; and the husband is 
not to be liable for his wife's debts. Al! pur- 
chases made by either the husband or the wife 
are (o oe presumed to be on his or her private 
liability; but both are to beheld liable where 
any article purchased by either shall have cone 
to the support of the family or for the joint 
benefit of both, or for the reasonable apparel of 
the wife, or for her reasonable support if aban- 
doned by her husband. It shall, however, be 
the duty of llie husband to support his family 
and his property when found shall be first ap- 
plied to satisfy any such joint liability ; and 
the wife shall in equity be entitled 'to an in- 
demnity from llie property ef the husband for 
any property of her own that shall have been 
taken, or for any money that slie shall have 
been compelled lo pay, for the satisfaction of 
any such claim. These provisions only apply 
to marriages hereafter contracted, but in the 
case of marriages already existing any husband 
and wife may, during their marrias;*, enter into 
a written contract with each other for tbe mu- 
tual abandonment of nil tights of either in the 
property of the oilier; which contract having 
been duly recorded, the parties to it shall be 
f bject thereafter to the provisions ot the new

This is a question al- 
ready propounded in all seriousness in-this 
city, and impecunious persons geiieraliy an- 
swer with all deliberateness, "1 am." 
Those 


whom fortune, has more generously Uvored 
are less confident, however, as no tine Ameri- 
can is really an signs to participate in an en- 
teipilse not assisted by Yankee genius, and 
it actually begins to look as if the United 
States would have literally " no show" in 
thin Exposition. Tbe case as it stands can 
be briefly, yet most unpleasantly explained. 
Our laigcr firms and corporations need' ftoni 
one. to two years to fully prepare for compe- 
tition with the Old World, and no manufac- 
turer will begiu lo make preparation until 
space is secuied for his display. Hut the 
Paris Exposition mil open in less than a year; 
110 American goods will be installed until the 
appointment of a United States Commissioner, 
and as yet no Commissioner lias been ap- 
pointed. This state ol afl'aiis excites munh 
unfavorable arid impat'cut comment, while it 
causes delays necessarily injurious to our ul- 
timate success in J'aiiSj if we should actually 
attempt to meet, face to face, our rivals nn the 
other side of the Atlantic. So wide-spread has 
been the dissatisfaction that tho Exhibitors' 
Association of the Permanent Exhibition have 
taken the matter in hand, and will probably 
unite in pi-litionii;g the Government lo appoint 
a United State Commissioner to the Tills Ex- 
position at once.

Just luenly-five years ago, w hen Mr. Eck- 


t'ehlt was assaycr of the United States mint in 
Philadelphia, he submitted the dust upon the 
roof of the building to an assay. The start- 
ling result of the curious experiment, was that 
lie obtained fine ounce of standoid gold from 
tlnee and eight-lentils ounces ofdht. 
Some 


of the gold obtained iu this singular manner 
is now exhibited as a curiosity iu the office of 
Ihe nssayer. A few weeks ago Director Pol- 
lock ordered the gold_miueon the i oof to be 
woiked again. With some difficulty this was 
done In a proper manner and the diit, dust and 
deposits of a quaiter of a century, to Ihe 
amount of 1,732 pounds were removed. This 
has just been tested in the usual way and has 
yielded 42 ounces of standard gold, and 96^ 
ounces of standaid silver, the total ralue of 
botli being about SSoO. On the whole the roof 
of the mint may be said to contain " pay dirt." 
The roofing of the building is made of asphalt, 


j and as it softens in the sun the little particles 
of metal cume upward in the smoke from Ihe 
furnaces and carried out of.tbe windows below 
by the wind, are lodged on the loof, where 
they became embedded and remain until ex- 
tracted by the assaying ptoccss. Every week 
the floors of the mint are carefully swept, and 
tbe accumulations preserved. 
Once a year, 


prioi to the settlement of accounts, the wood- 
work of the refining loom and the leather 
gloves of the workmen are burned to ashes. 
Tills, together with the year's sweepings, is 
conveyed to the sweep cellar, whtreit is ground 
in a mill and sifted aud washed in a machine, 
the pulverized metal being caught up by mer- 
cury. The residue is then dried, barrelled 
aud sampled and sold to sweep smelters, who 
buy it for from fifteen to twenty-five cents a 
pound, according to the amount of precious 
metals contained in the samples. So far this 
yeai about 200 barrels have been sold, a largo 
proportion of which was purchased by :\ Lon- 
don firm.

So Mr. John Graliara roundly 
berates the Bohemian who has let the world 
know that instead of being a prince of liberali- 
ty, just rolling io opulent splendor, the broken 
down man of Ludlow street jail was as mean 
as the dog. pie that is supposed to form the 
Christmas dinnet of a miner. It was rather 
rough iu Mr. Giaham to seek* to rob Tweed of 
tbe refulgent rays of the Ring glory, that glory 
which is inseparable from a lavish expenditure 
of money, whether the cash is stolen or not. 
Tweed seems to us like a ruined temple, whose 
shattered arches were gilded by the rays of a 
golden sunset; the Graham picture makes the 
simile change into a tenement house illumi- 
nated by "penny dips." Neither is it consid- 
ered very honorable iu Jlr. Graham to tell the 
truth under the circumstances, and just at a 
time when Tweed needs all the sympathy that 
can be heaped up forlilm. Prominent men in 
legal and political life, whom 1 have seen, agree 
in stating that the telling of so much about a 
man v, ith whom Mr. Graham used lo be so iu- 
timately associated in a business sense, is a vi- 
olation of that high-toned courtesy which is 
supposed to govern the actions of the members 
of tbe New York bar. 


It was only the other afternoon that I saw 


Mr. John Graham standing at the Barclay 
street corner of tbe Astor House. Tbo won- 
derlul brown wig was theie, -the spick and 
span dress was Ihere, rot omitting tiie natty 
shoes, with some fancy-coloicd overgaiters.

An AuNtrnlian Grace Dilrliiifr. 


To a Western Australian contemporary, the 


JTnTUtrer and Commercial News, we are in- 
debted fur the information that a few months 
since the steamer Georgette ran on shore near 
Perth, Western Australia. A boat was got off 
and rowed toward the beach; but so heavily 
was the surf running that she capsized, and 
her crew were an hour righting her and returii- 
ingto the ship. They took a hawaur from the 
vessel, arid putting some women and children 
iu tbe boat, thoy paid out tho line so as to get 
near the shore. But the boat was swamped' by 
tbe surf; the poor creatures were all struggling 
iu the water, and in imminent peril of their 
lives, whon ou the lop of a steep cliff appeared 
the figure of a young; lady on horseback. 
To 


the spectators 1C seemed utterly impossible that 
a horse with a rider should be able to descend' 
that rugged precipice ; still down tbo declivity 
did the young lady, whose name, it afterwards 
transpired, was Grace Vcrnon Busscll, ride at 
speed. Reaching the shore, she uiged hei 
horse Into the boiling surf, and rode out be- 
yond the second line of the roaring breakers 
until she reached the boat to which the aflrigbt- 
ed women and children were clinging, Miss 
Russell's horse stumbled over the rope, and she 
was nearly lost, but she managed lo get along- 
side of tlie swamped raft, and to bring of) the 
women and children. After lauding them 
there was still a man left on board the boat. 
Thus another journey ou horseback into the 
breakers had to be undertaken, and Ihe man 
was brought safe to shore. So fierce was the 
suit'that four hours were occupied iu landing 
fifty persons, and every boat engaged was cap- 
sized. 
Meanwhile tha heroic Grace Vernon 


Russell, drenched with the sea foam an 1 half 
fainting with fatigue, galloped a dozen miles 
home Io tell her story and have relief sent to 
the lialf-drDWiied, half-naked folks who she had 
left on tbe sea-beach. 
Tbe heroine's sister, 


Mrs. Brocktuan, took horse, galloped that same 
night it-rough the woods to Ihe shoie, taking a 
provision of tea, milk, sugar and flour for the 
destitute people; and the next day the rescued 
were brought lo Mr. Brockman's house al lius- 
sellton, Perth, and cared for until Ihey were 
siilu'ciently recovered todepait on their solilaiy 
nrays. It is melancholy to have to lecord that 
the anxiety and excitement consequent on her 
exertions proved fatal to Mrs. Biockniau, who 
.ook a severe cold, and died eventually of brai n

sell, however, yet lives; and if ever a courage- 
ous Biitish gill deserves to he likened to CJinco 
Darling, the N'orthumbi Ian Lightbuiise-keepei's 
daughter, aud lo receive the -Rojal Humane 
iociely'a brightesl mudal tor exertions in sav- 
ng life, such a niaidrn is, we apprehend, Miss 
Russell, of Perth, Western Australia.

dubon the ideaof describing the birds of Ameri- 
ca, and, addressing mother, said : 


"You .have often spoken of Audubon, will 


you not tell us of him now ?" We all gathered 
around her "old arm-chair," and after a short 
pause she proceeded to relate reminiscences of 
Mr. aud Mrs. Audubon. 


Before my marriage I went on a pleasura 


trip to the city of-New Orleans on board of the 
steamboat Orleans, commanded by Capt. Oli- 
ver. This boat was the first one ever propelled 
by steam ou the Mississippi- Biver, usually' oc- 
cupying a week in traveling tfie same distance 
which is now accomplished in twenty hours. 
There was a gay party- of us, and we enjoyed 
the trip very much. 
While iu the city I made 


the acqualntauce of a wealthy lady lately mar- 
ried. As she had no education lier husband 
advertised for a teacher. Mrs. Audubon ap- 
plied for the situation, and was, at the time 1 
met her engaged in teaching her. I remember 
distinctly the impression made upon me by 
Mrs. Audubon. She was not handsome, ber 
face being spoiled by the nose, which was short 
arid turned up. She hid fine dark-gray eyes, 
long black lashes, but expression was the chief 
attraction, being very gentle and intelligent. 
Her whole appearance impressed me with re- 
spect and admiration. I do not remember th« 
year, but it was after the battle of New Or- 
leans, for we rode out to see the battle ground, 
and it was atl planted in corn, which was two 
feet high at the time of our visit. I was mar- 
ried in 1823, and lived in the village of St. 
Francisville, in the parish of West Feliciaua. 
Mrs, Audubonwas then teaching in the family 
of'a planter who lived about eight miles from 
the village. Her school became very popular, 
and was patronized by the elite far and near, 
for schools were not then as accessible as now. 
My husband was at one time a cleik iu Audu- 
bou't stoic, iu Lexington, 
Kentucky, and 


a low-necked white dress, with a crimson scaif 
around her shoulders. 


The other two were: one fruits, the other 


vegetables. They were very beautiful when 
Audubon hung them In my'parlor is a piesent 
to me, and 1 was very much gratified with his 
delicate(kindness lo bestowing them. He was 
very anxious to paint my portrait, but I never 
would content to sit lor one ; would laughingly 
tell him "I was too ugly to paint." I have 
since regretted that I did not comply with his 
request. I did not at the time reflect that he 
might have thought in this way to cancel some- 
what the debt of obligation he was under to us, 
though ha was always a cherished guest. He 
was very nbste mlous In his diet; did not drink 
tea or coffee, or use tobacco. Audubon was 
the most expert carver I ever saw ; could cut 
the "Vanxball slice" with the greatest nicety. 
I never knew him to have a severe spell of sick- 
ness, and do not think that he diank any liq- 
uor, except at meals, which tlie life he led ren- 
dered necessary. 


After spending a short time of rest with his 


family and friends, he would start again on his 
lonely journey in the forest, with his knapsack 
on bis back, alone aud on foot, often remaining 
until his clothes weie worn out, and his hair in 
long cui Is on his shoulders. It was very beau- 
tiful, as I said before, and the girls of his wife's 
school would beg him for his curls, that they 
might wear them, as was tho fashion at that 
time. He would tell them to " bring tho scis- 
sois," and with good nature would submit his 
hair to be sheared by their unskilful hands. 


He seldom shot the birds which he painted, 


usually stunned them by concussion, or wet the 
plumage with a squirt and caught them. When- 
ever practicable he drew and painted his birds 
before the eyes became dim, placing them in 
natural positions by means of wiies. 


Once whila describing to us somo of the 


scenes and incidents of his travels, he said : "If 
I were to tell you oue half that I see iu lonely 
ravines and swamps, it would make the hair 
rise on year head. I do not like to relate my 
adventures to every one, for I might not be be- 
lieved, and yet everything I said would be 
truth." 


One day he showed us his painting of llio 


wild tuikey, and compared it with that of. 
Bonaparte's which he had lately procured. He

So wlien he camu to St. Krancisnlle, on his 


way to visit Ilia wifu, my liiuuand invited him 
to make our house his home, which invitation 
lie accepted whenever he was in that part of 
the country. Audubon was one of tha hand 
souiest men I ever saw. In person Jie was tall 
and slender; his eyes were like theeaglain 
brightness; his teeth were whitfl and even ; his 
hair was a beautiful chestnut biowu, very glossy 
and curly ; his bearing was courteous and re- 
fined, simple and unassuming— added to these 
personal advantages, he was a natural artist and 
a keen sportsman. Ha has often described to 
me the cottage where he was born. It was on 
the hank of the Mississippi, in lower Louisiana, 
and was surrounded with orange trees. When 
very young his father sent him to France to be 
educated. He returned to, the United States 
while still quite young, and married an English 
lady, who was very accomplished and dignified. 


He emigrated to Lexigton, Ky., and opened 


a large store.' Being very generous and hospi- 
table, his; table was furnished with choicest 
Tiands. Unfortunately, he failed iu business, 
and was treated with much neglect and cold- 
ness by those who had shared his fortune. 
Stung to the quick by this treatment, he re- 
solved to make a fortune, aud show these false 
fiiends that he could " earn money as well as 
spend H." He would say, " I mean to get me 
a coach and sis, and ride through the .streets of 
Lexington yet." 
He had always been fond of 


hunting and drawing, and he now turned to- 
wards these apparent,y. frivolous pastimes as tbe 
means wbereby his fortune could be made. His 
first sketch was a wild duck sitting on her nest, 
among the reeds, in a marsh. 'Mis. Audnbpn 
advertised for a situation as a teacher, aud he 
started out on his career. This was several 
years before I knew tliem.' .They were always 
very happy at'our house, and discussed^ t,hek 
,pl«us for the future iii our presence.. He would 
.relate to ber the incidents in connection with 
his occupation, and she would write them out 
for him for publication. I am sure she wrote 
nearly ifnot all of tbe descriptions which ac- 
company his paintings. His whole time was 
occupied liii learning the habits of birds, of 
which-he kept notes, .which/his wife delineated. 
He kept his specimens in a water-tight tin 
box,( which remained in my parlor for months. 
His reputation was spread far and.'wide,, and 
often the house was filled with visitors* who 
came to see his drawings and paintings. Be 
would spread them out on the floor for inspec- 
tion. Persons from afar,made journeys to see 
his collections, and he seemed never to weary 
wilb unpacking and ^plaining.tliem. He was 
veryiocial and com'munlcativi>; "and was the 
centre of attraction in everyliircle in which he 
mingled. 


During one of bis trips to Point Coupee he 


captured a small alligator, which he placed in a 
tub ft water iri his room. After a short absence 
from thejoom he returned, and found that tbe 
alligator had disappeared. .Asearch was insti- 
tuted, bit no Jrace opt-could bje found. Six 
months" after the lady of the house found it in 
an old boot under, the t»d, in'-the rc4lm Audu- 
bon bad occupied. It was alive and well. In 


said that the superiority of his paiutiugs con- 
sisted in the shading of the legs, which Bona- 
parte had painted all one color, while those of 
his turkey were shaded in different iiues, as in 
the live bird.

About the year 1827 wo moved into Ihe 


country. 
Audubon visited us for the purpose 


of procuring and studying the habits of the 
swallow-tailed-hawk, which were plentiful in 
Ihe woods near us. One day my husband and 
Audubon went fishing in a lake not far from 
our house, and on their return brought the 
largest turtle I ever saw. Its head was eight 
inches across, and tbe shell was large enough 
for an infant's cradle. It snapped the largest 
sized cane in two with one bite, and was very 
savage. 
Audubon hid recently returned fiom 


Europe, where he had gone to have his draw- 
ings engraved. He was obliged to visit Eng- 
land, Scotland and- France to have it done. 
Each one of his biids requiring a separate plate, 
it was very tedious and expensive. 
Our dwell- 


ing was a log house, boaided on the outside, 
but the logs inside weie exposed. Between 
them I had placed all the odds and ends—eggs, 
bunches of feathers, gaiden seed, bloodies ot 
jam ; and, iu fact, whenever any thing was 
wanted, turn to the logs and you would gen- 
erally find what you weie looking for. Audu- 
bouoften laughed at my "museum," as he called 
it. One day he had been gatherinssouic forest 
leaves, as souvenirs for some ladies in England. 
Looking around at ray«' museum," he said: 


" Madam, if I could put this house, as it now 


stands, m the middle of London it would make 
my fortune, for it would be one of the greatest 
curiosities I could take theie." 


While he was wandering in the forests his 


noble wife was working:, in order to save money 
to assist him in having his pictuics ungiaved. 
lt.ene.ved binf exceedingly to have it so. Eveiy 
time ha relumed home lie ibiind her fading and 
drooping, and ha could only c-oinpire her to a 
" beautiful tobacco plant cut c'li',it tlie stem and 
hung up to whither Jiul f.ide, with the head 
hanging downwards." 


He was au accomplished 
swimmer, and 


taught the young ladies of his wife's school the 
art, by which one ot them was saved fiom 
drowning.

up the Mississippi, caught on fire. The v Her, 
being of rope, burned in two, and made it im- 
possible to steer the boat to shore ; tu:nlng 
around in the middle.of Ihe liver, it wai soon 
consumed.
